In view of the combined desire of both the Hospital and 
the University would it not be well for you to come back for the winter 
and return iif necessary next spring ? As you are aware the far 
Offiice is sending the third and fourth year students home, and we ought 
to dive them the test instruction possitle. J think that if you were 
to ask for leave from the far Offiice jin these circumstances they would 
be willing encugh to ¢rant Jit. In one sensé we regret that there has 
bean so much delay iin having ‘the Hospital sent to the front though 
possibly you are setting mors cases iin Enéland than you would in France 
Ne have to meet a good many auesticns as to delay, but our sole and 


sufficient answer iis that is has been due to a change ‘in the plans of 
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the War Offiice and of the seneral stratesy. This longs period 
of patient waiting is pretty hard on every one, and at present it 


looks as though we have to endure some tiime still.
